The* letters from tho Crimea arc to the 
2'Jtli of Junuiirv. They give Hit uufuvor* 
Hide ueeouut of the sauiUtry rendition of 
the allied armies. Tho French wore 
still under tents, except the nick, who 
have wooden houses. They have suffer- 
ed much from the inclemency of thesea- 
hon. The officers la st qualified to give 
an opinion on the subject, express fears 
tlmtthe siege will still lx* protracted, and 
that an assault is not practicable without 
a tremendous loss of life.
